state into senatorial and representa- 
tive district!. 
This re-districting of 


the state is- a constitutional require- 
ment that hao been disregarded. The 
ISlh section of articles of the consti- 
tution reads: 


The General Assembly at its first 


seision after the adoption ol this 
Constitution, and immediately af- 
ter each United States decennial 
census, shall apportion the atate 
into senatorial and repreaentative 
distrlcta agreeably to the provi- 
sions of the two next preceding 
sections. 
By the preceding sections referred 


to the 6t*t« is to be divided into 50 
senatorial districts of compact and con- 
tignona tarritory as nearly equal in 
population as may be * * * The 
members of the house of representa- 
tives are to be appo'tioned among the 
several counties, on a ratio obtain- 
able by dividing the population of the 
state as ascertained by themes', recent 
United States c;nsns by 500. Every 
county containing lata than five ratioi 
shall have one representative for every 
full ratio, and »n additional repreieU' 
tative when the surplus exceeds half a 
ratio. 


The population of the state In 1900 


was 6,308,115, which gives a ratio oJ 
31,010. Theccuityof Bedford by the 
same census hai 39,463 inhabitants 
hence the re-apportionment will reduce 
this county's represen ation in the 
lower house to on? member. There 
are other csunt'es in the state that wil 
meet a l:kj fate, but it ia a constitu- 
tional requirement and there is noth 
ing to do but to submit. It will ma1 


terially reduce the ao called country 
mambsrs and inc-'ase the city repre^ 
sentation. 


The latest eenitor'a1 apportionmen' 


was made under the act of 1374, anc 
the latest apportionment for members 


of tie houae was made in 1387. 


However distasteful a re-apportion- 


ment may be to counties tbat shal 
loose by tbe act it ia a constitutional 
requirement and the legia'atcrs take a 
solemn o&th to support the conatitu 
tion, hence there is but one courae open 
to them, and any obstacles that may 
present themselves must necessarily 
be overcome by the representatives 
pledged by cath to ca ry out in? con- 
atituticnal mandate.

"The 
day's fierce strife is ended now, 
For weal or woe. God knoweth how; 


And here I sit beside the wire 


And listen to its tongues of fire." 


Thus sang the gentle Quaker poet, 


John^CJ. Whtttier, four decades ego en 
the clcs3 of an election day, when 
Democratic or EepublTai government, 
call It which you will, was on trial, 
and the life of the republic waa tremb- 
ling in the balance; nearly fifty thous- 
and, dead, dying and wounded had 
consecrated the glorious bttt'e cf Get- 
tysburg, to freedom as long as the hu- 
man rscs exists on the globe, and 
while love of country and devotion to 
the stirs and stripes, are the noblest 
symbols of honor among men. The 
nation had been passing through cne 
of those tremendous trials which the 
English historian, Macauly, had de- 
clared many years be'o-e, would be 
the "Bete noire" of democratic govern 
ment. He seemed to forget that the 
British government under which he 
was reared, was a limited monarchy 
and wae the nearest approach to a per- 
fect republic that mankind lai tvit 
known since the earliest ages when 
men came together for mutual protec- 
tion and support. The radical differ- 
ence batween the two was naiifeatin 
the Magna Charts won by the Barcns 
from King John on the flsld of Rnn-y- 
mele which secured to every English' 
man the broadest liberty and protec 
tion which was guaranteed to the 
c't'zen by the most perfect repnblicai 
governmert. A limited monarch be 
lieved in a hereditary luler, by the 
law of primogeniture; the power de- 
scended in succession from father to 
son, and supporting it, wai a pow- 
erful body of the ablest and wealthiest 
men n tbe kingdom; the law of primo 
genitnre and entail secures to the rul- 
ing power a permanent support a c 
yet holda a close comtnuniou between 
the common people and the throne. 


In cur republic the ruler is electee 


every four years and fie body which 
the house of lords represen's !n a mon 
archy is represented in our republic by 
an elective senate while fie vMce ol 
the common people, which flids ex> 
pression in the Brglish house of com 
rrrns has its Equivalent in a republic 
in the house of representatives. It is 
a matter of pride at the present time 
that the Big hh speaking ra:e holds 
the most prominent position in the 
world. The tffiction existing bet*e n 
the two forms, a limited monarchy ai( 
a republic, is not a more matter cf for 
mal ciplomacj; it is something rr 
than thai; it is & deep and genuine sfl-:c 
tion that should exist between two o: 
thegrsndestgoverimmtaia fie world 
arid whose power may yet be made 
manifest wheieveruiiven&lhumaiity 
is endangered, and the righ's of the 
people are to be secured. Tae«e chsm 
pions may yet be regards! as huniini' 
ty's graide&t b^on.

Along the great rivers of South Amer- 


i ica art .to be seen —what to many 


j would seem 
incredible — floating in 


graceful motion on the rising and fall- 
ing waves Lcantiful green islands cov- 
ered with trees aud flowers, alive 'with, 
hundreds of birds nnd strange combi- 
nations of terror stricken auimals. 


Floating islands are generally the re- 


sult of the overflowing and the wash- 
ing away of river banks. 
Others are 


formed by the twisted roots of tbe bog 
rush and matter—trees which year alt- 
er year have drifted slowly down tbe 
streams, forming a solid mass or raft 
upon which a gradual deposit of vege- 
table mold is formed aud fitted for the 
luxuriant {rrowtu of plants. Still oth- 
er.-, arc f mined by aquatic plants, with 
larpe, Ihit leaves, like a lily pad, which 
become a mats of solid matter floated 
by tlie autmnu Hoods down the rivers 
and eventually out into 1lie open sea, 
where they air s>ooii clashed to pieces 
and destroyed.

IIow 
long lie h,ul been drifting or how he 
hrpl'^ue'l to bo there could not be 
found out, but be had nearly suc- 
cumbed from hunger and long expo- 
sure. 


Floating ishiuds are also the means 


of i ariov.s seeds and rare plants being 
carried to foreign soil thousands of 
miles distant from their starting place, 
but often only to fade and perish from 
the extreme r-liange of climate. 


Xot alone to South American rivers 


are those "Inmeless wanderers," as 
they are sometimes known, common, 
but iu Afrie.i, on tlie Kongo, ore found 
floating isles green with foliage, bril- 
liant with flowers nnd covered with 
birds of g"r;,vous plumage, being waft- 
e'l aiing liv tlio wind, sometimes sink- 
ing from s gM, sometimes rising on 
the ertst of a ~uave like a duck in the 
w.ike of a boit. tin the Mississippi are 
found uumciotis islands that float. The 
existence of vaM* forests bordering the 
banks aeeomit f~>r this phenomenon, as 
tbe grauial wearing away of tbe earth 
causes sectbns of the mainland to be- 
come (li-counected and to slowly pro- 
ceed donu ihe rher, frequently block- 
atlii'g the c'l.iunel, so that in many 
places a safe passage is impossible. 


One of the largest of these floating 


i4,mds c"-er known on this greatest 
American rher was ten miles in 
length, i;00 yards wide and about eight 
feet deep, iU:ug and falling with the 
water, yel covered with luxuriant trees 
some sixty feet m height. This great 
island so obstructed tbe river that the 
stale of Louisiana had to take steps to 
disport' of tlio raft ami open naviga- 
tion, which requited the space of near- 
ly fuiir years to complete. 


History tells us that islands made 


from reeds, which were not only mov- 
ed about by the wind, but by oars, 
were the me in:-, of tbe escape of many 
Itymau citizens during the Alithridatic 
wars. Indian legends are full o£ inter- 
eating stoties of the marvelous es- 
capes 
of 
tugitiveb 
011 ''camelotea," 


which were (loafing islands composed 
of green rait* of canes or brushwood. 


The 
Monitions (ioating gardens of 


Mexico, tlioagb little heard of today, 


t ere at one time famous for their 
great beamy. A foundation made of a 
sort of wiekorwork which was over- 
spread wirb cl.iy, manure and rich 
mold wsi I'oimeil in such a way as to 
float, u^jn whk-h maize, 
vegetables 


aud other useful plants were raised. 
It is said that at one time the city of 
Mexico rer-eive.l an ample supply of 
fresh vegetables from these floating 
gardens. 


Many of the gardens wer* large 


enousu fur a tree aud a little but which 
sbcIli'rcJ the farmer from 1he sun and 
rain, while to others, not being suffi- 
ciently la: go to bear the weight of man, 
the farr.u .• was compelled to row in a 
boat ami from it aitc-iul to his daily la- 
]ui-. 
I'-.fiimbcis ar.'l melons were 


among the most successful crops. Nu- 
merous llowers and odoriferous plants 
were also abundantly grown, and used 
for the luuscs of tbe nobility and for 
tbe worship of tlie gods. 


One of the peculiar advantages this 


custom had over the more usual man- 
ner of gar-leiiing was that when the 
person desired to remove from a dis- 
agrc-'Uble neighborhood to a new situa- 
tion or change to a location nearer his 
family be could conduct his garden 
wherever lie pleased, and at any time, 
by means of a small boat or by the use 
of oars. 


In Kashmir tbe floating gardens or 


islands are spoken of as being remark- 
ably beautiful in their high state of 
cultivation. The city of Kashmir be- 
ing divided into many isolated portions 
by lakes and narrow streams, the low 
ground is very likely to be suddenly 
overflowed, and in order to avoid the 
loss which such a flood would probably 
cause the inhabitants made their gar- 
dens ou small floating islands which 
drifted about over Uie smooth, surface 
of tbe lakes. 


Although the floating gardens of 


Mexico were at one. time of great 
celebrity, covered with rare tropical 
plants and brilliant with gayly colored 
flov^ors, yet still more interesting are 
the rural floating islands which, are 
swept seaward on the great rivers of 
So.ith America by hundreds and thou- 
sands, large and small, aud swarming 
with a menagerie of wild and excited 
animals. 
The zoological gardens of 


Buenos Ayres have received an addi- 
tion of about fifty different species of 
tropical 
animals rescued 
from the 


islands passing down tbe Hio de la 
Plata.—Xevr York Herald.
